PROLOGUE ~- OLD AND NEW. One of the most profound, beautiful and 
well-loved passages of Scripture is the opening of St. John's 
Gospel which is read as the Christmas Gospel. Its meanings are 
both apparent and hidden as St. John strives to present the funda- 
mental meaning of God in Christ. For your interest and study we 
offer below the standard version that we all have heard many times, 
followed by a paraphrasing of the same passage which comes from 
the pen of Professor John Macquarrie of Oxford. 

IN THE BEGINNING WAS THE WORD, and the Word was with God, 
end the Word was God. The same was in the beginning with God. 
All things were made by him; and without him was not any thing 
made that was made. In him was life, and the life was the light 
of men. And the light shineth in darkness, and the darkness over- 
came it not. There was a man sent from God, whose name was John. 
The same came for a witness, to bear witness of the light, that 
all men through him might believe. He was not that light, but was 
sent to bear witness of that light. That was the true light, which 
lighteth every man that cometh into the world. He was in the 
world, and the world was made by him, and the world knew him not. 
He came unto his own, and his own received him not. But as many 
as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his Name: which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God. And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us (and we 
beheld his glory, the glory as of the only-begotten of the Father) 
full of grace and truth. 

“FUNDAMENTAL TO EVERYTHING IS MEANING. Meaning is closely 
connected with what men call 'God', and, indeed, meaning and God 
are the same. To say that God was in the beginning is to say that 
there was meaning in the beginning. All things were made meaning- 
ful, anà there was nothing that was made meaningless. Life was the 
drive toward meaning, and life emerged into the light of humani ty, 
the bearer of meaning. And meaning shines out through the threat 
of absurdity, for absurdity has not destroyed it. Every man has 
a share of the true meaning of things. This follows from the fact 
that this meaning has been embodied in the world from the begin- 
ning and has given the world its shape. Yet the world has not re- 
cognized the meaning. Even man, the bearer of meaning, has rejec- 
ted it. But those who have received it and believed in it have 
been enabled to become the children of God. And this has happened 
not in the natural course of evolution or through human striving, 
but through an act of God. For the meaning has been incarnated 
in a human existent, in whom was grace and truth; and we have seen 
in him the final meaning or glory toward which everything moves - 
the glory of man and the glory of God."

Someone has truly said that Christmas is a spectacle. For some a garish i 
spectacle of extravaganza — gaudy lights, oversized presents, burdened meal i 
tables and excessive indulgences; if this be so, then one can only deeply regret 4 
that the whole reason for the festival has been lost or perhaps never originally t i 


possessed. 


For others it may be a spectacle of wonder, delight, adoration, soul-stirring 
messages and sheer amazement at God's irrefutable involvement in this world 
through the Birth of His Son. 


Quite frankly, I don't know many people who fit entirely in either the 
former or latter category. Most of us are something of both — reflecting one 
or the other as our moods, environment and understanding shift. But as a spec- 
tator of the Christian spectacle there can be a genuine uneasiness about the 
whole affair. 


When we enter this place of worship, one of the underlying conditions surely 
is that we can relax and know that it's all right to behold the spectacle — even 
rejoice in it. The shepherds and other witnesses at the first Birth must have 
felt some unworthiness and awe at being there — some inappropriateness over 
their presence at this moment when all human history came to focus. So too 
we come — unworthy but glad to share in the jubilation as the liberating mes- 
sage is again proclaimed: God has visited and redeemed His people. 


There's another possibility for the spectator too — and that is that he will 
be drawn into the drama of the spectacle and become a part of it as its truth 
grabs him and becomes his Reality. 


Both these roles are offered to us as we engage in the worship of Christ 
at His Nativity. Whether you come in the mystical aura of Christmas Eve 
midnight or the crisp daylight of His Birthday the spectacle is all there for 
everyone. The record shows that to stand back and observe is to miss much, 
maybe everything; to become a participant in the spectacle tends to produce the 


Birth of Love in the human heart — and keep Christmas alive!

MUSIC IN WORSHIP ' 

Christmastide probably has the strongest musical connection of any Christian Festi- 
val, and who is there among us who doesn't enjoy the music of this Season? -For the ex- 
cellence, diligence and concern for a steady offering of worthy music in this parish we 
can today acknowledge those to whom it is due. The adult and boy choristers are trained 
by our organist & choirmaster, Mr. John Searchfield; the Girls! Choir by -Iliss Elizabeth 
Stileman. They are all supported by the able efforts of our sub~organist, Miss Margie 
Robson. l : 

Music such as we are favoured with for our public worship comes through conscientious 
labour and devotion on the part of many people. At the Coffee Hour today we can all take 
a moment to personally express our appreciation to those who make our observance of 
Christ's Birth a time of deep wonder through the beauty of music. 


: RELEVANCE 

"We are being told over and over again that the Church is irrelevant, that the parish 
is obsolete, that in order to survive, Christianity must change and come on into the 
twentieth century and adapt itself to modern conditions and speak to modern needs. The 
parish is described as a kind of retreat from the world, a stagnant backwater where noth- 
ing important ever happens. 

"The parish ministry is described as a lot of irrelevant activity——cranking mimeo- 
graphs, doing paper work, attending unimportant meetings, "minding the store", promoting 
organization for the sake of organization, while real men are out in the real world doing 
real things with real people. ; , f 

"Ye are told that monks and nuns are leaving the cloister and that priests are leav- 
ing the parish ministry for secular occupations, usually with the excuse that "in the 
world" they will have a larger opportunity to serve mankind and influence contemporary ' 
history. The new ideal of the ministry is the "worker priest"--a man who earns his liv- 
ing by some secular employment and functions as a priest only during evenings and week- 
ends. The new form of the old vocation is said to be more honest, more effective, more 
real. It is "going where the action is", getting into the highways and hedges as our 
Lord commanded. i 

"That is just not true. Any lie will be believed by most people if it is repeated 
often enough by enough different people and if there is any truth in it. There is a lot 
of truth in the things that are being said, but it is a half-truth and therefore a dan- 
gerous heresy. l , 

“It is true that many of the people in our congregations are sound asleep. It is 
true that much Sunday worship is drab and dull and ininspired and therefore uninspiring. 
It is true that many priests are, or at least seem to be, out of touch with reality, 
either natural or supernatural. It is true that in-order to keep the institution afloat, 
alot of trivial activity is required of both clergy and laity. It is also true that 
for many people who are vitally concerned with really important current issues, the in~ 
difference of much of the Church is terribly frustrating. f 

"Is the parish ministry obsolete and out of touch with the world? I hope not. Mine 
- isn't, anyway. I can stay in my office and never go outside on the street, and yet the 
world comes in and sits right down in front of me. Most of the time I seem to be swal- 
lowed. up in’ the world's problems-~from corporation executives and bankers to the 17-year- 
old pregnant black girl with no family; people of all walks of life and in all circum~ 
stances ‘line up to share with me their concerns and their problems. Through my ministry 
I can extend an influence into a hundred business organizations, a score of schools and 
universities, and both political parties. I have been privileged to share intimately in 
the troubled lives of literally thousands of people, but I do not know of a single one 
who has ‘been permanently helped to live a humane and decent and happy life who has not 
been incorporated into the daily life of the worshipping communi ty. 

"We may preach morality until the world looks level, but a moral life can be lived 
only in the context of a moral community. The flight from the parish ministry by so 
many clergymen must be surely some kind of funk, a panic reaction to fatigue and frus~ 
tration, something of an un-Christian activism, a lack of confidence in God-~a kind of 
"Here, God, let me do it!" Maybe it is more exciting to be involved in the social 
struggle, maybe it gives more personal satisfaction, but I doubt if it does more good. 

"The idea that a priest must get out into the world of affairs to be a Christian 
witness is a confession to a kind of Christian double-standard——that only the priest is 
a veal Christian. If he has to turn himself into a layman to do Christian work, why can't 
laymen do it? 
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"We've all been sold a bill of goods--all this talk about the necessity of relevance 
and involvement. We're frightened, because all the experts tell us that all'the old ver- 
ities are no longer valid, that all`the old ways of doing things won't work. I'm remind- 
ed once again of Chesterton's remark, 'It is said that Christianity has been tried and 
found wanting. Actually it has been tried and found difficult, and people have quit try- 
ing.' : 

"Ye are told that never before has there been such rapid change, that the amount of 
knowledge is increasing so rapidly that more new facts have been learned in this genera 
tion than in all of man's previous history. We are told that unless the Church changes 
with the changing times, we will be left hopelessly behind and out of touch. 

"We are told that because of such rapid change, life from now on is going to be dif- 
ferent from all previous ages, that in our generation history has reached some sort of 
climax, that we are standing on a watershed, that the future-will be so unlike the past 
that all the old truths and values will have been discredited and replaced by new ones. 

"I don't believe it. It is a trick of perspective. The closer you are to a thing, 
the bigger it looks. Men have always made the mistake of supposing that their own age 
was different from all previous ages, that with them, mankind had arrived at some final 
goal of development. When each age recedes into history, however, it seems to diminish 
in importance and takes its place along with all other previous ages. I'm:quite sure 
that today's age--call it the electronic age or the space age or you choose-~a hundred or 
a thousand years from now will be but one era in many, along with the Civil War and the 
Industrial Revolution, the Reformation, the Crusades, and a host of others. I'm just not 
impressed by the contemporary turmoil. 

"Christians must, of course, be concerned with contemporary issues, and we must do 
everything possible to correct injustice and prevent evil and bring peace, -but we do not 
necessarily have to succeed in order to justify the Church. Our job is to work; results 
are God's business. 

"The truth is that we have lived through all this many times. Once you get above 
the noise and confusion and see things in the perspective of eternity, our times are no 
more turbulent than the Renaissance, our warfare no more desperate than the Crusades, and 
not nearly so frightening as the Viking raids. Our social ‘changes are no more rapid and 
radical and earth-shaking than the fall of Rome or the collapse of the feudal system or 

‘the French Revolution. At least we haven't yet erected a guillotine in the public square. 

"All of it will pass, along with the miniskirt and the 1970-model automobile. There 
will come a day when professionable football will take its place in the history books 
alongside the bull-baiting of the'18th century and the tournament of the Middle Ages. 

The hippie will be known to historians asa curious twentieth-century version of the medi- 
eval troubadour. The civil rights revolution will take its place along with the slave 
revolts of classical Rome, and the guerilla warfare of the Donatists in North Africa in 
the time of St. Augustine, and the Maccabean revolt against the Seleucid empire, with 
Watts' Rebellion in England, the peasant revolts in the Germany of Luther. The war in. 
Viet Nam will shrink to the proportion of the War of 1812; when seen in the perspective 

of history. When one looks at the long sweep of human history, the present age is not 

all that different. 

"It is said that Church membership is declining and that the Church is losing its 
influence. Remember, though, that Christianity was all but swallowed up by Mohammedanism 
(that was a time when the Church was really sick and helpless before the wave of the 
future), that Christianity was destroyed by the Germanic barbarians, but in the end the 
barbarians were converted to Christianity, that the Church was put to death in the 
Colosseum for the entertainment of the Roman public, and yet Rome became the capitol of 
Christendom. The twentieth century is not nearly so atheistic as the eighteenth, and the 
modern Church is not nearly so moribund as the Church of the fox-hunting parsons which 
was called 'the Tory Party at Prayer’. 

"The Church does not have the answer to the world's problems; the Church is the 
answer to the world's problems. The social program of the Church is the family of God, 
gathered Sunday by Sunday throughout the ages about the Lord's table, to eat and drink 
the Body and Blood of Christ at the Lord's Supper. It is there that we find eternal and 
cosmic meaning for our lives. It is there that we become a part of something that will 
endure beyond the turmoil of the historical moment. It is there that we find a pattern 
and blueprint for a just and humane society. It is there that we find love and accept- 
ance and dignity, for that is the technique which God Himself devised for the salvation 
of the world. The most relevant thing in today's world is our Sunday worship, and it is 
the one thing that we can be sure will survive the modern world."

Even if someone would offer 
me in exchange 1,000 kingdoms like this whole world I would never accept and 
never exchange. That which we have mourned for, with tears and longing, hoping 
and praying, God has granted, and on the evening of October 4th my own eyes 
saw and my own hands held His Holy Word. Hallelujah! Thanks be to God for 
ever and ever.” 


To tell the Good News the Bible Society engages in its world wide work. 


Translation: The Scriptures are now in over 1400 languages but they have yet to 
be published in 1000 languages. At present more than 3000 translators are at 
work in 800 languages. 


Publishing: The printed page is still a powerful means of communication and 
there is no indication that its effectiveness will decrease in the future. The Bible 
Society publishes Bibles, Testaments, Gospels and Scripture Selections in attractive 
formats to make the reading of the Bible attractive and its message as meaningful 
as possible. 


This year some eight million dollars is 
required in contributions and legacies to provide the Scriptures below cost. The 
poverty of Asia, Africa and Latin America makes it quite impossible for the 
people to have the Scriptures they want unless the Bible Society provides them 
free or below cost.

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RENEWAL SYNOD Report #2 


For the sake of brevity we pass on to you some of the Synod's 
deliberations under these headings. 


Christian Education. 

~ In the Bishop's Charge (state-of-the-diocese address) a plea 
was made for a specialist to be engaged so that parishes could be 
bolstered in their educational program. Synod concurred and asked 
for money to proceed with an appointment. 

- Delegates from the Stettler—Drumheller-Big Valley area put 
forth a strong plea for radio and/or television teaching programs 
to reach rural and remote families. For many their only religious 
programs are of "Bible-belt" variety -~ unsatisfactory to Anglicans. 

- Sent a resolution to General Synod (Niagara Falls, Jan. 171) 
calling for a full extramural department of studies be set up for 
advancing Christian knowledge at all levels. 

- Called for further effort in providing and encouraging post- 
ordination education for clergy. 


Worship. 

~ Encouraged development of weekday evening services of similar 
magnitude to present major Sunday Services. 

- That in future revision of the Prayer Book more emphasis be 
given to permissive forms and less to mandatory forms of public 
worship in order that in the use of one common book we may still 
achieve flexibility and variety. 

~ Requested the Bishop to give encouragement to the use of 
various liturgies in the Diocese. : 


Buildings. 

- Resolution passed that "no further building projects be wunder- 
taken in the Diocese until all avenues of co-operation in the er- 
ection and use of facilities and in ministry to the community, and 
all possibilities of using existing community structures, have 
been fully explored, as well as the economic advisability of any 
such project". 

- Urged the Bishop to give more effective pastoral care by the 
re-aligning of pastoral units with subsequent disposal of the un- 
necessary real estate. 


Other Decisions. 


- By vote of Synod, women can now be eligible for office of 
Churchwarden. 

~ Lowered age of Synod delegates to 18. 

~ Instructed Executive Committee of Diocese to find ways and 
means to support Calgary Inter—Faith.

RENEWAL SYNOD Report #1 


Here are some of the points and impressions arising out of the 
Synod and Conference of last weekend. 


- Attended by over 200 delegates; good representation of all 
ages, men and women; and lowered the age to 18. 

- Discussion groups were given lots of debate, and probably 
they afforded the most profitable experiences for many delegates. 

- Concern and openness persisted right until Sunday's adjourn 
ment at 9 p.m. 

- Arising out of three days' conference, Sunday dealt with 
over 50 motions to bring effect to the delegates! concerns. 


Among the topics that were repeatedly aired was that which 
embraced the best use of church facilities and the most effective 
stewardship of all our resources. Arising out of the paper pre- 
sented by Allan Challacombe the Synod passed three resolutions 
that would call for the Diocese to assess every parish to investi- 
gate the use to which buildings are being put, the financial dif- 
ficulties of some congregations, and all possible avenues of ecu- 
menical co-operation in the erection of new buildings that would 
best serve the Church's total mission to the community.

SUMMER READING. A random selection from the Parish Library offers 
you a mixed diet of topnotch reading for your summer days. To 
illustrate the variety offered we note these four: 

From Pulpit to Prison. In 1964 Russell Horsburgh was a 
United Church minister charged with contributing to juvenile de- 
linguency. The Supreme Court of Canada found him innocent of 
these charges; but meanwhile there had been a great furor, humil- 
iation and ostracism. His ow story is an interesting commentary 
on the forces in our society. 

A Grief Observed. Published posthumously, this is the in- 
ternal turmoil and reflections penned by C.S. Lewis at the time 
of his wife's death. Beautiful, heart-rending, triumphant, are 
inadequate words to tell of this intimate expression of grief. 
Many consider it the most helpful. book they have ever read. 

A Men in Christ. J.S. Stewart's account of Paul's thought 
and experience is a classic. It is scholarly, comprehensive and 
most helpful to those who are vague about the great Christian 
missionary exponent. 

The Meaning of Persons. The Parish Library contains several 
of Paul Tournier's books, for he is a most gifted medical Christ- 
ian analyst. This particular volume is a good place to begin for 
those who ponder the question, who am I?

BANNS. From time to time, like today's instance, when Banns are 
read in Church, their purpose and significance raises inquiry in 
people's minds. The present situation in the Province of Alberta 
is that all persons to be married must obtain a civil licence; 
this still allows Banns to be read as a courtesy to the persons 
and families involved. =. 

Going back a few decades when the majority of people lived in 
small centres and rural areas, the Church assembly was one of the 
most public gatherings of society. At the time of worship then 
became an appropriate time to announce to the community the in- 
tended marriage of persons who resided in that commmity. If there 
were any reasons for prohibition (banns), people had the opportun- 
ity to express their concern and raise objections. Incidentally 
with the establishment of the North American colonies and settle- 
ments (both in the U.S. and in Canada), when the separation of 
church and state was clearly expressed, the governor's licence was 
required for marriage, and this licence was posted publicly — again 
to give public announcement of a forthcoming marriage. Hence the 
licence and banns have a similar history. While we do not look 
for the raising of prohibitions or objections through the exercise 
of calling the banns, it still provides a public awareness for 
marriage that reminds us that every marriage has an implication 
for the whole society and is something for which we ought all to 
have proper serious concern. 


MARRIAGE. Following on this previous comment, and since we are in 
the summer season, a couple of comments about marriage are appro- 
priate. First, it always takes awhile for a change in requirements 
and style to take effect, but we hope all Anglicans are aware that 
since 1968 it is required that all persons anticipating marriage 
must give at least thirty days' notice. It is also stated in 
Canon XXVII that adequate marriage education be provided for

persons intending to be married. Copy of this is posted at the

It is a frequent reaction that the objection to both these CALGARY 6, ALBERTA 
requirements tends to come mostly from the parents of the bride 
and groom rather than the couple themselves. In the face of to- 
day's concern to create good solid Christian marriage, this kind 
of static from parents is hard to understand. 

One of the positive, preventive and well-conmmended ministries 
that the Church exercises these days is the provision of marriage 
preparation courses. 

For the Calgary churches these are carried out at Christ 
Church eight or nine times per season; last weekend there were 34 
couples who attended such a seminar from Friday night to Sunday 
afternoon. The strongest reaction emanating from these sessions 
is that reported by the couples who expressed gratitude, acknowl- 
edgment of much benefit, and the conviction that this is something 
that they will recommend to all engaged couples.

F PENTECOST means anything, it means that God is 
| around. He has not abandoned the planet. The Holy Spirit 
broods over the lives of men. He waits to usher us into the 
presence of the Lord. He prods us to repentance and faith.

The Spirit of God 
may penetrate at the most unsuspecting times and in the most 
unexpected places. On the other hand, we are assured that he 
is at work in the Word of God and the Sacraments of God. 


You are more likely to encounter him in church than on the 
golf course. 
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Whenever. he comes, he makes a difference. He opens to us 
a new world, beyond the world of sound and touch. He ad- 
dresses our imaginations, our intuitions, our consciences. He 
imposes obligations, ‘and commissions us to tasks, that, go be- 
yond the narrow, limits of decency. and duty. He ‘shows us 
depths of meaning that, no laboratory could disclose, He 
drives us into the ptesence\of God. 

Despite the lavish achievements Of science, man’s life re- 
mains flat and rest¥icted’without the Spiritof-God>Placing-men 
on the moon is poor fare for the spirit of man. 

It is when God comes with forgiveness-of sins through Christ, 
when he turns man from preoc¢cupationwith-hirnself to a pas- 
sion for the welfare of his brother, when he opens up the vistas 
so that even death is no more than a brief interlude in the 
epic march of eternal life—it is then that life opens up with a 
fullness that all the excitement of science cannot provide. 


This is the work of the Holy Spirit in the lives of men.

THE MINISTRY OF SHARING 


Throughout the Diocese April is being observed as Social Service Month. 
A time to consider our relationship between worship and social action - a time to 
shift the emphasis from ecclesiastical housekeeping to serving in the community. 


This Sunday the work of the Diocesan Council for Social Service 
(D.C.S.S,) is brought to your notice. Twelve parishes in the Diocese provide 
members which form the Council. It exists for the purpose of identifying social 
problems as they arise, for formulating plans to meet these problems for the 
plans to materialize. At the present time the D.C.S.S. is concerned with two 
major projects ~ The Anglican Church Clothing Center and the Anglican Counselling 
Service ~ and it is hoped that it will spread out to grapple with more social 
problems in the future. 


The Anglican Church Clothing Center situated at 1308 3rd Street N.E. is 
operated under the budget allotted to the Council of Social Service and staffed 
by volunteers from nineteen parishes throughout the city. The days of operation 
are Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays. All clothing, household items and furniture 


Friendship Center. Over the past several years many people have received much 
nceded assistance and many cases have been suitably clothed to enable them to 


baccwe employed. What are the most urgent needs now? 


For Men: Work clothing (jean-type trousers), coloured shirts, 
outdoor jacket and boots. 

Bor Women: Clothing in sizes 18-52, flat shoes in all sizes. 

For Cnildren: Clothing for boys and girls sizes 3-10 and outdoor 
clothing and boots. 

Furniture: Beds, kitchen tables and chairs, etc. 

The Anglican Counselling Service. An Anglican family or individual who 
has need of professional counselling service will find it readily available. For 
example: 


(a) An elderly widow caught in the inflation squeeze sought help. 

(o) A deserted wife received direction, encouragement and moral suppert. 

(c) Marital difficulties due to a young couple being ill-prepared and uninstructed 
were eased. 

{d) Guidance has been given’ in cases where there has been lack of understanding 
between father and son, mother and daughter.

A Procession with Carols for Advent Sunday . 
In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent Offices 
made a very vivid preparation for the coming of Our 
Lord to earth. This Carol Service, which is taken 
largely from the one used in King's College, Cambridge, 
is designed to include as many of these features as 
possible. Properly, the choir should be moving in 
Procession from West to Bast, from 'Darlmess to Light', 
but the short length of our Nave only allows us to do 
this symbolically. First, from the west door the 
Ancient Responsory of Advent Sunday Matins announces 
the hope of the Messiah, and then the choir enters, 
singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, "Come, thou Redeemer 
of the earth". Prophetic lections alternate with 
carols.

ANGLICAN CAPSULE 
Situated a few miles out of Calgary is the Provincial Spy 
Hill Gaol where men are detained while under custody, or serving 
short sentences. The Rev. Donald McKinnell serves as Chaplain to 
the gaol and attempts to-make a contact with the men while they 
are there so that they can continue to have helpful contacts with 
the outside world. While the gaol does not have the debilitating 
characteristics of long-term institutions, it can nevertheless be

The congregation are warmly invited to the Coffee Hour after the 
Service this morning when we shall have opportunity to recognize the 
services of our retiring organist, Although Mr. Fullerton will be 
playing until the end of July, today is the last full Choral Service, 
and we would like to honour him before too many have gone on vacation. 
Today is a sort of triple feast. Here's why. First, it is the day 
set aside in the church's calendar for the remembrance of two New 
Testament giants, Peter and Paul. Why these two saints have to share 
a date can be explained only in remembering that for many western 
Christians January 25th is the major remembrance for Paul as that 
date recalls his conversion to the Christian Faith. Peter has no 
other date on which to be exclusively remembered. So we have 
double reason today to give thanks to God for the invaluable 
contribution to the New Testament and the whole Christian tradition 
that poured out of the dynamic lives of these two men. While one was 
a Galilean fisherman and the other a Jewish-Roman student, yet they 
both found their lives fulfilled in obedience to Christ, and helped 
turn the world upside down in that obedience which ended in their 
martyrdom at Rome. 


Second, today is the day closest to our national anniversary as Canada 
celebrates her 102nd year on July first. We can summarize our feelings 
best perhaps in the prayers we shall offer in thanksgiving for all 
that this land provides. 

- in recognition of her privileged and responsible place in the 
family of nations, and 

- in hopes that her people may render to God and man ever greater 
service as our conditions both demand and provide. 
Third, we are still in the Octave of the Feast of St. John the Baptist, 
which gives another double meaning to this period. John the Baptist 
has a most remarkable place in the whole drama of Jesus' life, and we 
should never discount the part he played in being the forerunner of the 
world's Messiah - a role which also lead to death because of his obedi- 
ence. But, we in Canada have taken this man of God as a national saint, 
and this is a curious event. The celebration of his day in the 
Province of Quebec has proven to be a sore point in our internal rela- 
tions, and there is a strange parallel in the unwelcomeness of this 
observance and the unwelcomeness of John the Baptist's preaching. We 
can only pray that whether through reflection of this man's life or 
pondering of our national destiny, we can all learn to put silly 
prejudice and malice to one side and seek to be God's people, executing 
His will here in Canada and beyond. As the screaming headlines of the 
June Canadian Churchman reminded us, we must do the Father's will - not 
mouth it. Therefore, "Damn your charity - give us justice."

THE CANADIAN CHURCHMAN AND THE SOWER 


Lest we take our Church monthly periodicals too much for granted 
we make these three comments to draw attention to these two publica- 
tions that arrived last week at your home. 

The June issue of the "Canadian Churchman" features another 
extensive report from one of the Commissions that are engaged in the 
church Union negotiations. The extensive report indicates that there 
is a concerted effort to make information available to everyone about 
what is happening in this whole question of Anglican-United union 
conversations. This is by no means the first such report that the 
Canadian Churchman has included, and we point it out to indicate that 
there is an attempt made to get the information out to the whole 
church constituency. Also in this issue we draw attention to the 
editorial letter from the Primate which is very direct and informative 
as to what stage we are at on this topic. The Primate has been 
accused of speaking out of turn on this question, and his rebuttal in 
this editorial is worth careful reading. 

The Canadian Church has more than once commissioned an outside 
person to write a report on the controversial topic. The report in 
this month's Canadian Churchman on the efforts of Charles Hendry 
wherein he examines the church's ministry to native peoples has 
certainly caused a big stir. His report is found in the new book 
"Beyond Traplines" that has just come off the press and has been 
reported in a lively way. 


Our national paper enjoys a good reputation among other denomina- 
tions and on other continents. It strives to present a lively picture 
of contemporary church life and the affairs of the world in a respons- 
ible way. The feature story this month on poverty is a good illustra- 
tion of this kind of reporting. It is not conducive to complacency 
but demanding of some response to the challenge it poses. 

Our diocesan paper, "The Sower", strives in its own way to 
reiterate the policy of the national paper. The affairs of the 
diocese are sometimes remote and inconsequential to readers who have 
only a very "parochial" interest. But the style of Christian life 
today demands awareness of the entire realm of our witness, and this 
can come through regular reading of the Sower. The present issue, 
which includes an account of some Christ Church affairs, indicates 
that there is need for a parish reporter. Someone who has a flair, 
fluency and facility with words would be an asset to the Sower in 
receiving reports from this parish as well as providing a good link 
between the parish and the diocese.

Searchfield to be organist and choirmaster for this parish commencing 
September lst. We are indeed pleased to make this announcement and 
secure the services of this excellent musician to provide the musical 
direction for the parish.

TRINITY SUNDAY: Words are one man's way of trying to express ideas so 
that another might catch his insights and share them. In the Biblical 
accounts of man coming to apprehend God more and more certain words came 
to be heavily employed. The earlier names for God reflected His creative 
powers. With the 'knowledge explosion' that Jesus released in his 
descriptive teaching about the nature of God, two terms gained great 
favor. For in and through Jesus the Father-ness of God and the exposure 


of Himself in the Son were new and powerful terms that took prominence, 
certainly for the Christians. To portray God as a loving Father was a 
distinctive emphasis that Jesus repeatedly made. With the gradual 
realization that the Man of Galilee was a most extra-ordinary Person, 
the followers came to pick up His own word and confessed that the Jesus 
they knew was God dwelling among them as Son. As we noted last week, 
Pentecost was the endorsing action that God was, and would ever be, in 
His world, in His Church, and wherever He willed to be as the Spirit- 
giver of power, life and health. So we come back to words: words that 
all have purpose and place in our efforts to speak of the Infinite. It 
would be shallow to say that our words have divided up God into a "holy 
committee' so that we could accept Him more easily. It may be more 
honest to say that on the Feast of the Most Holy Trinity (Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit) we acknowledge that we need these valuable words to 
portray all that God is! Some of the impatience heard over the 
"complicated doctrine" of the Trinity could be akin to the disbelief 
that a gorgeous painting of delicate and intricate shades had been 
created from the strong, pure colours out of the paint tubes. 


It is a shame when words become 'hang-ups' for people who desire to 
believe ardently but simply in God. For them other words and names 
may better express their understanding. It has to stand as a matter 

of record that for many ages men and women have found these three terms 
- Father, Son, Spirit - to best serve their convictions of God in their

Traditional training methods--sermons, Sunday schools, day schools, 
baptism and confirmation preparation--need renewal through the use of 
modern methods. These start from the experience of the student and 
give him an active part in the training process. The aim is to prepare 
him for service in the world and in the Church. It must, therefore, 
include the understanding of the world--our neighbours, other faiths, 
modern technology, ourselves--as well as the understanding of our own 
faith, prayer, and worship. 

The layman must be continually renewed by corporate Bible study, 
fayer, and sacraments. Training in prayer is needed, and for some, 
especially the aged and the housebound, this may be the main contribu- 
tion they are able to make to the mission. 

Christian education is a continuing process. We particularly draw 
attention to the need for more lay institutes. Wherever possible they 
should be ecumenical situation. Often the best help the layman can 
receive is that given by other laymen facing the same problem. There 
should also be places where he can meet those of other faiths or none. 
In such centres the clergy will also find that they themselves learn 

from the laity how the gospel relates to real life! 

We recommend that, where possible, clergy and laity should undergo 
training together; and also that, where circumstances permit, group 
training courses should provide for the widest representation in their 
membership: men and women, people of other denominations or of none, 
members of different races, and people in different sectors of 
society. 

Today people increasingly move across geographical, cultural, and 
social frontiers as students, business men, public servants, and 
tourists, in the armed forces and international organizations. They 
need help in listening to and learning from those whose backgrounds 
differ from their own, and in making their Christian witness. We 

commend the orientation courses which exist in some countries which 
provide such help, and recommend that Churches co-operate in 
establishing such courses where they do not exist.

GOOD FRIDAY? What difference does the Cross 
of Christ make upon individual lives? Many 


will be wondering that today, and to give 


some thoughtful reply we offer the. following 
extract from the writings of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. Qasr 


of 


"Let me mention just three practical 


ways in which this great matter really does 


come to pass in Christian lives, and I cannot 
but doubt has already come to pass in yours. 
First, the Christian, as he goes about ‘serv- 
ing God and serving the world, and trying to 
meet the world's tragic needs, does so as. 
one who has been humbled again and again by 
God's forgiveness of him. The humility of. 
having been forgiven, it is that that gives 
quality to the Christian life all through.” 
It is terribly difficult to love other: people 
without being possessive about them. It. is 
terribly difficult to serve other people. 
without being rather 'bossy' towards them; 
and so it is that philanthropy comes so often 
to be corrupted by pride. But Christian 
philanthropy is marked through and through 
by the humility of one who knows himself, 

not once but time and time again, to be for- 
given by the wounds of the Crucified. 


“And the second mark of the Christian 
life is this, that it can see and use Christ's 
victory over suffering by transforming it. 


We all try to remove suffering from the world. 
We try to alleviate suffering, but it is the 


mark of a Christian that he has the power for 
himself to accept suffering and to see it 
transformed and made creative by sympathy 

and love and sacrifice. The Christian knows 
something of how those words, suffering and 
glory, go. together; and so-the Christian™is 


marked by a heightened sensitivity towards 
the world's trials, bearing things more and 
feeling things more keenly than others; and 
yet within that sensitivity he brings on to 
the scene a kind of heavenly serenity, that 
the worldly mind is not able to create or to 
fathom. 


"And the third mark of the Christian 
life is this, that within that life there is 
being fought out again, perhaps all unnoticed, 
the battle of Good Friday. Within our souls 
there is raging a conflict--the Good Friday 
conflict--the conflict between the glory of 
man and the glory of God. The glory of man 
dies very hard; but a Christian is one in 
whom this self-centredness and pride is, 
through whatever humiliation and pain, being 
dethroned. This process can never be a self- 
conscious thing. Self-consciousness in re- 
ligion is the very denial of what the Christ- 
ian is meant to be, because after all self- 
consciousness is just one form and aspect of 
self-centredness, and the Christian life is 
marked by the forgetfulness of self, in the 
service of God and the service of man. Thus 
it is that the glory of man is dethroned, and 
human life is brought nearer to that end for 
which God created us in His own image, after 


His own likeness."

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The Four Loves. The 9:30 Service is an attempt, among other things, 
to speak of a specific human emotion - love. The Greek language of 
Jesus' time had identified man's love relationships as being of four 
dimensions. Filial love (philias) referred to mutual regard between 
people, a sort of brotherhood emotion. Erotic love (eros) spoke of 
the intense and dynamic relationship between one human and the object 
of his passionate love. The idolatrous love (thelo) of possessions, 
money or anything considered base or silly was in a separate category. 
The highest expression of love for man was that which he experienced 
in relation to God (agape) and the way it manifested itself in love 
for other people. To illustrate and refer to these 'loves' and the 
supremacy of God's love for us and our capacity to return His love 
is the theme of this Service. 


LENTEN BOOKS. One of our disadvantages in not having ready access to 
Anglican publishers is that we are often limited in selection of 
current and topical books. Through the courtesy of Canterbury House, 
Ottawa, we have a good selection of paperbacks on hand here during 
Lent for your advantage. They are on display in the old choir room 
opposite the Christian Education office and may be seen at any time. 
Somebody will be on duty after each Service to aid you in making 
selections, and throughout the week the Church office will assist you. 
These books are for sale, not loan; and what remains at the end of 
Lent is to be returned to the supplier. 

CONFIRMATION. Next Sunday evening at 7:30 this year's class of 
candidates will be presented for Confirmation by our Bishop. We bring 
this to your attention so that you might remember them in your prayers 
and be on hand next Sunday night to support them in their steps toward 
Christian maturity. As in the past few years, the candidates will 
state before the congregation next Sunday morning their intention to 
undertake the vows of Christian obedience. This act of publicly 
stating their intention is not only for the emphasizing of their 
solemn promises, but to remind us all of what we undertook in Confirma- 
tion, and prayerfully to desire God's fullest strength for them and all 
of us.

TODAY has many connotations, so to shed some light we offer these 
comments: 

(a) Septuagesima - The name is derived from the Latin word meaning 
"seventieth" to indicate how many days (approx.) before Easter 
(French - sept - 7). For from now on all the days and events are 
being measured from the monumental event of Easter. It also ushers 
in a pre-Lenten season which turns Christians thinking to God's 
action on our behalf. The whole liturgical patterm of lessons, 
psalms, and hymns today speak of God's first and constant activity, 
His creativity. The theme of Septuagesima is that the whole created 
universe, all the plant and animal kingdoms and the totality of 
human life is derived from some Power and Mind we name God. It also 
looks forward to the redeeming of all this Creation by the self- 
offering of God's Son, Jesus Christ. 

(b) Feast of Presentation. It just happens that on today, Feb. 2, 
we always recall the historical event when Mary took her six-week- 
old baby to the Temple in correct Jewish fashion to have her child 
blessed and herself purified. The Biblical account in Luke 2:22-40 
is a beautiful story with many overtones of what is in store for 
this Holy Child. This observance is also called the Feast of the 
Purification of the Virgin Mary for it marked the end of Mary's 
ceremonial isolation after the birth. 

(c) In lighter vein today has some legend about the groundhog and 
his shadow - which if seen means we are in for more winter. Having 
already had an over abundance of winter, we can think of no finer 
thing for every groundhog to do than stay out of sight! 

Reporting events of the past week or so we can begin by saying that 
the Ecumenical Service last Sunday afternoon went on as scheduled 
despite the blizzard that raged. An ardent but somewhat reduced 
congregation was on hand, and good things were said by Father Pat 
O'Byrne in his sermon. The teenagers of the three churches added 
some vitality to the Service with their folk hymns. It has been 
suggested that this event be re-scheduled for another time of the 
year to avoid unfortunate weather conditions; and, it is also felt 
that these joint Services have much merit and ought to be sustained. 


The Annual Meeting of last Monday night also bears some reporting 
for its good support and participation. Nearly 90 persons (and 
their cards) defied 28 below to attend and carry out the parish's 
business. Mr. Roy R. Baker was named Rector's Churchwarden and 
Mr. Merv. S. Devonshire was re-elected to be People's Churchwarden. 
The ballot for Vestry offered a fine slate of names, and the

Epiphany. Today is the twelfth and last day of Christmas ushering 

in the new Season of Epiphany tomorrow, January 6th. Taking its 
origin in the Gospel account of the Visit of the Kings to the Christ- 
Child, the implications of this observance follow very naturally on 
the theme of making Christ known to all nations. Just as the word 
‘epiphany’ in Greek means to show forth, so our attention is focused 
on whom we have to show forth to the world as Saviour and Lord. There 
is still a very large part of the Christian world, namely the 200 
million adherents of the Orthodox Churches, which claims that this 
feast is more worthy of the attention than the Birth is. Hence, the 


celebration for them occurs not on December 25 but January 6. For 
all the Christian world, the Epiphany has to be the touch-stone when 
we come back and recall that Christ came for all men, for all time, 
and His love is to be made manifest to all. Legos eae. 

The Bishop's Invitation. A year ago on the Feast of the Epiphany 
our Bishop was consecrated. To observe this first anniversary of 
his consecration he has asked for space in this leaflet to invite 
all the people of this parish to attend "Open House at Bishop's 
Court", 1029 Hillcrest Avenue, 3 to 5 in the afternoon, 7:30 to 

9:30 in the evening, Monday, January 6, 1969. 

There will be a celebration of the Holy Communion at the Cathedral 
at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning at which the Bishop will be the 
Celebrant. All the people of the diocese who are able to attend are 
warmly invited to share in this Service. Whether we can attend or 
not, let us all offer prayer for the guidance and grace of God our 
Father on his servant Morse Goodman as he exercises his episcopal 
ministry as Bishop of Calgary. 

Thanks from the Rectory. Once again the Rectory family have been most 
kindly remembered in many ways during Christmastide, and to all we 
convey our love and gratitude for your thoughtfulness. It is one of 
the touching things at Christmas to be remembered, and we are rather 
overwhelmed by the way we have received so many greetings. Our thanks 
go to each and every one, and our prayers and hopes that you all may 
be happy, healthy and well blessed in 1969. David Tatchell 


In Memoriam. One of the founding families of this parish in 1912 
was the Munn family. From that fine family came three sons, each to 
serve the Church in love and service throughout their lives. The 
second son, Eric George, entered the ministry in the 1920's and 
after serving in England briefly and then in several places in 
British Columbia was made Bishop of Caledonia in 1959. While 
attending the Lambeth Conference this summer he suffered a 
cerebral haemorrhage which greatly impaired him. He recovered 
enough to fly back to Canada from whence he and Mrs. Munn went to 
Los Angeles for recuperation. There, on Friday, December 27th, he 
died of a heart attack at the age of 65. Funeral services for the 
late Rev. E.G. Munn will be at Christ Church Cathedral, Victoria, 
on Wednesday, January 8th, with interment the next day at Lytton, 
B.C. where he served for many years among the Indian people he 
loved so much. 

We give thanks to God for the life and witness of His servant, 
Eric Munn, and extend Christian consolations to his family. We 
also offer our sympathies to Mr. Reg Munn, the remaining and 
eldest brother, who is still a steadfast member of this parish.

Our White Gifts are being received at all the Services to- 
day and will be shipped tomorrow to St. John's Parish, 
Gleichen, The children will place theirs in the larger 
containers at the Chancel steps during the Service, and the 
adults may place theirs in the marked boxes found in the 
entrance ways, The Rev, John Prince at Gleichen has informed 
us of the great value and appreciation placed on this project, 
and he will personally supervise the distribution. Cash 
donations are also in order and will be used for supplementing 
Christmas foodstuffs.

We are happy to have him 
simply as our Chief Pastor visiting us and presiding at our 
regular worship. 


God's Word for a New Century 


As Canada enters its second century, in common with men everywhere, 
it is confronted by the challenge of controlling and constructively 
utilizing the benefits of science and technology. Man has to decide how 
to use the enormous powers that are now his. The Bible has a realistic 
view of man and sees his possibilities for greatness without ignoring 
the fact of sin. The Bible offers norms for human living valid in every 
age in every country and without which no just and stable society 

can be built. 

God’s Church is Built and Renewed by God’s Word In what is called 
the Coffee Mountain area of Brazil there is today a well organized 

and active church. It traces its origin to a few Bibles sold by a Bible 
Society colporteur to local farmers. The farmers began to talk to one 
another about the Book they were reading. This led to their meeting 
together to read and discuss the Bible, which in turn led to the holding 
of Sunday services. Years later the little company, by then about 150 
in number, linked themselves to the Presbyterian Church of Brazil. 
The great periods of renewal in the life of the Church have followed 
the rediscovery by the Church of the Bible. 

The modern missionary movement was born of a fresh understanding 
of the Scriptures. Today, wherever one finds reformation and renewal 
in the Church it has grown out of a new interest in the Bible, a 
willingness to submit to its authority and to be directed by its teaching. 


The Spirit of God Uses the Word of God to Make a Child of God 
From every corner of the earth come stories of lives completely 
changed through reading the Bible. John Subhan is a Bishop of the 
Methodist Church in India. As a boy he attended a Moslem school 

and studied the Koran under the direction of the mullah. He had no 
associations of any kind with Christian people or Christian institutions. 
He had never met a Christian. He had certainly never listened to any 
Christian sermon. Then he read a Gospel. Only one! “It was sufficient,” 
he said, “it convinced me and I decided to become a Christian.” 

There was no other influence at work except the single Gospel. 


For the Bible to speak to individuals, to the Church and to 

the world it must be widely distributed in language that is 
}s understood and in attractive format. In most countries this 
“ame is possible only if the Bible is provided at a fraction of its 
cost. The Canadian Bible Society depends on the Churches and the 
Christian people of Canada for the support essential to carry on its 
world-wide work.

CYCLE OF PRAYER 
Trinidad & Tobago, West Indies: Bishop William Hughes.

Into an area calling for close co-operation with other churches, a real 
understanding of under-developed areas and the ferment of a volatile 
continent, the Church has placed a former Torontonian, Guy Marshall, 
as the first Bishop in a demanding new diocese. Among his staff is 
Miss Edith Galbraith of Calgary, who is a specialist in pre-school 
work to develop their day-care program in the diocese. 
Church of the Holy Nativity, Calgary: The Reverend Creighton D. Chew. 
Serving the Acadia, Fairmount and Willow Park areas, this parish has a 
great challenge to cope with the city's rapid expansion south and east. 
Mr. Chew took up his duties there this fall, coming from Edmonton, 
and we pray for him and his congregation every success in ministering 
to these suburban families.

""ECUMENI SM" 


To keep abreast of all that is happening in the realm of 
Christian unity throughout the world one would have to read widely 
and constantly. One things is certain - it is an issue kept alive by 
persistent outbreaks of concern in every continent and recently given 
impetus by the international church assemblies at Lambeth and Uppsala. 
But sooner or later everyone of us has to think about our own 
attitudes. Is there a latent desire to see the Christian world 
brought into better and more effective co-operation, and that once 
touched by the right spark will grow into a strong fire and consume 
the whole Christian world with its force? Or is there an incurable 
lethargy and apathy that will prevent any real widespread movement 
from ever gaining momentum? Or to put the question to ourselves, if 
a referendum was taken this week what would be the majority desire of 
this parish if given an opportunity to enter some scheme of unification 
with other Christians? Maybe, the question is whether we know enough 
about the whole issue to have a position of integrity, or whether we 
care enough to know why the question is even being asked. 


For those who do know and do care, and whose experience is 
fascinating and disturbing, we can direct you to the front-page account 
reported in the Western Catholic Reporter, Nov. 7, 1968, found on the 
Library counter. The joint experience of Anglican, United and Roman 
Catholics who tried to live out a valid experiment in ecumenism makes 
absorbing reading.

VISITATION 
Next Sunday will launch the offical Visitation period wherein between 
85 and 100 Visitors will make calls on our parishioners.

CHURCH IN METROPOLIS 
THE TENANT IN APARTMENT “1612” 


wee Each month fifteen to thirty-storey apartment towers go up 
"in cities across Canada; more and more people are living 
200 feet in the air. One in five Canadians now lives in an 
apartment — in large cities, as many as one in three. 


The challenging question that faces the urban church today 
is — “How does it reach the tenant in apartment 1612?” 


In the opinion of those who have tried, very few will be reached with 
the techniques and programs that worked for the rural parish 50 years 
ago. If the Church sees the apartment ministry in terms of visiting, then 
it must face the problem of getting in. Every apartment is protected 
from visitors by a uniformed doorman or an electric door. The tenant in 
apartment “1612” may be one of the countless high-rise dwellers who 
use their home only to eat and sleep, who neither have nor want any 
sense of community with those who happen to be their neighbours. 
One clergyman sat in a lobby all afternoon and buzzed every apartment. 
Not one person let him in. 


Some will say, “If this is the situation, why bother!” Unfortunately 
unless the Church takes the time to bother then it is in danger of losing 
a whole generation. 


Dr. Harvey Cox in his book “The Secular City” says that clergymen 
who have carried out surveys of apartment dwellers report what they 
encountered “was a sheer survival technique”. Resistance against 
efforts to subject them to “‘neighbourliness” and socialization is a skill 
apartment dwellers must develop if they are to maintain human rela- 
tionships of their own choosing. The Reverend John Sullivan, a United 
Church minister, who works among one of the high-rise developments 
in Toronto states that this situation is a boon to the Church because 
it forces a change in outdated concepts. It forces the clergy to develop 
a new evangelism, and to penetrate areas of life and work other than 
the residential setting alone. 


The challenge of reaching the “Tenant in Apartment 1612” presents 
itself to the Church today and the General Synod is engaged in ways 
and means of meeting that challenge tomorrow.

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Pentecost: The name Pentecost was taken over by the 


Church from Judaism and means "fiftieth" day. Among 
the Jews the festival was known as the Feast of Weeks, 
and it was a thanksgiving for the wheat harvest. In 
the time of our Lord the Jews also commemorated at this 
feast the giving of the Law, and thus the foundation of 
the 'Jewish Church'. The English and other northern 
European peoples called the date 'White Sunday' from 
the white garments worn by the newly baptized on this 
day: climatic conditions favouring this feast for 
baptisms rather than Easter. 

The New Testament account (found in the Lesson on 
page 205) of Pentecost gives a graphic description of 
what transpired on that occasion. From this account it 
can be clearly seen how red becomes the significant 
colour of the day - depicting the tongues of fire. 
Also, we can conclude that Pentecost does in a certain 
sense mark the inauguration of the Christian Church's 
dynamic life - now made possible by the power given in 
the Holy Spirit. 

So much for history and tradition. The real issue 
for Christians observing Pentecost today is what does 
the celebration of the event mean? The answer lies in 
several propositions, but the one offering immediate 
and recognizable form is couched in the word "power". 
Surely, just as God can be seen in His creative 
activity, and God can be seen in His human Son who 
achieves man's redemption - so God can be seen in the 
"power' of goodness working through human lives, 
through events and through all history. This 'power' 
is not vague - not a perchance effort - it is the 
evidence of the Holy Spirit. He is the Bestower of 
the gifts in Baptism, the Strengthener in Confirmation, 
the Upholder in anxiety and grief, the Fortifier in 
temptation and weakness - and so on. 

So our celebration today is a very personal 
acknowledgement of every evidence we have known of 
the Holy Spirit and to give thanks for His continuing 
presence and power. 


Church School: It is our pleasure today to recognize the 
Church School, and in so doing we can underline three 
points. First, it is opportune to express, on behalf of 

the whole parish, our appreciation to all the staff who 

have taught, supervised and in any way provided a program of 
Christian Education for our younger parishioners during the 
past term. Second, we are acknowledging with Recognition 
Awards those pupils whose attendance, co-operation and 
interest have merited this recognition and for which they 
have been nominated by their teachers. Third, we hasten to 
say that now is the time when the people of this parish 
might very well plan and provide for their part to ensure a 
good Church School next fall. Are you prepared to endorse 
this goal? If so, all you have to do is accept that anybody 
can be a leader, helper or teacher who is prepared first to

This is a Sunday in the Church's year without name or significance of 
its own. -Sb we simply call today "The Sunday After The Ascension". 
Just behind us is the great event of the Ascension: next Sunday is 
Pentecost, the day on which the Church was baptized with the power and 
fire of the Holy Spirit to fulfil its role in the world. Most people 
know something about Pentecost (or Whitsun as we often call it). Fewer 
and fewer people appear to see much significance in the Ascension, 
judging by its lack of observance. Yet the truth enshrined in this 
observance is an essential link in the Christian understanding of the 
meaning of life. Christ not only rose from the dead, triumphant over 
sin and death; He "ascended into heaven", a pictorial (don't get bogged 
down with the picture) or symbolic way of saying that He who was made 
one with us in our humanity at His birth, and lived the Life of a man, 
and died on a Cross at a point in time, and rose from the dead, belongs 
also in the very place of God. There He joins our humanity, purged 
and purified and renewed, to the life of God most high: and when we 
come face to face with the God of the universe we meet there the One 
who also took His place in humility by our side, and who, in the words 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews, "ever lives to make intercession for us". 
Meet our Guests. Last fall the Choir and Congregation of St. John's, 
Gleichen, our companion parish, were our hosts, and many of us took 
advantage of their invitation and enjoyed harvest thanksgiving with 
them. Today the roles are reversed, and we have the privilege of 
being hosts to members of St. John's parish, specially represented by 
the Choir. Our Choir will entertain St. John's Choir to lunch, AFTER 
we have all had a chance to meet and greet each other over coffee in 
the Crump Room at the close of the 11 a.m. Service. Don't hurry away 
today.

TODAY: 
- Rogationtide is probably for city churches the least celebrated of 
all our Church year seasons - but is has suffered this decline only 


since urbanization. The theme of the Season traditionally was to pray 
for God's blessing on the new crops and herds as the spring agricultural 
work began. In rural areas this emphasis is still very meaningfully 
portrayed, and if you were in any of the churches of the Meota parish 
today, for example, you would witness Archdeacon Gant and his congre- 
gations keeping the Rogationtide ceremonies of blessing seed, plough, 
new-born animals and the like. But for city folk removed from such 
practices and their meaning, Rogation still offers the underlying 
attention to our dependence on God's creation, our unconscious reliance 
on the supporting industries that bring us all our amenities and 
provender. The origin of the word is from the Latin rogare - to ask. 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday of this week are kept as Rogation Days.

THIS WEEK: 


- ASCENSION DAY is Thursday, the fortieth day after Easter, when the 
New Testament tells us (Acts 1: 3-9) Jesus ascended to reign eternally 
with God the Father. The Ascension marked a traumatic moment for the 
nascent church, Christ's disciples, for they were to now live out their 
faith without His physical and visible presence. What it announced, 
of course, was that there was soon to be another climatic point when 
their strength and power was to be visibly declared and actualized on 
the Day of Pentecost (Whitsun) just ten days later, as the Holy Spirit 
comes to the Church.

CHANGING ATTITUDES 


“Our present intellectually and socially exciting age has many 
themes, perhaps two of the most central and meaningful of which 
are freedom and responsibility. Western people are presently 
experiencing a vast expansion of freedom of thought, experiment 
and action, with respect to all aspects of life, from the uniqueness 
of each individual’s creativity, to humanity as a whole, and to 
the possibilities not only of the planet upon which humanity is 
nurtured, but to outer space as well. 

Long suppressed or dormant peoples, races and groups are 
springing to life, demanding their right to equality and freedom 
— and in so doing are giving birth to a new spiritual Renaissance. 
The struggle of the North American Negroes, the rise of new 
nations in Africa and Asia, the emergence to world power of 
Russia and China are some of the more obvious examples of 
revolutionary forces which often focus on the themes of freedom 
and independence. 

The increasing interest among our young people in sexual 
understanding and fulfilment should be seen as part of this 
enormous new vitality and concern for personal freedom and 
autonomy. Flowering from roots deeply imbedded in our Western 
history, we see here a new vitality and upthrust of the human 
spirit that demands a new awareness and confrontation of the 
fact of human sexuality; these new aspirations, as with the 14th 
Century Renaissance may well lead to a tremendous reforma- 
tion of the outer face of Christendom.” 


The above paragraphs were taken from a current bulletin produced 
by the Council for Social Service of the Anglican Church of Canada 
entitled “Canadian trends in pre-marital Behaviour.” This bulletin deals 
with this emphasis in its relationship to Church teaching and Christian 
education. It was compiled with the help of the Reverend W. E. Mann, 
M.A., Ph.D., an Anglican priest, who is currently Professor and Head 
of Sociology Programs at Atkinson College, York University, Toronto.

Ever heard of Paul Tournier? He is a Swiss medical doctor who has a 
great gift with words. His first book to catch the public eye and be 
widely read was "A Doctor's Casebook". He is a psychologist too of no 
mean account, and went on to write "The Meaning of Persons" which has 
been a book of great comfort and insight for many. His other works 
are ''The Seasons of Life" and "The Strong and the Weak". You can find 
all four in the Parish Library, and they are highly recommended books 
to provide easily read yet highly perceptive comment, from a deeply 
Christian point of view, on modern man and his social problems. 


BIBLE SOCIETY SUNDAY observed annually on the first Sunday in May is 
an opportunity to look at this Society's tasks. "We live in a world 
where poverty is the lot of the majority of people. It is a striking 
fact that the Gross National Product of Canada with 20 million people 
is the same as that of India with 500 million. In vast areas of the 
world the Bible Society must provide the scriptures at a fraction of 
their cost and in some cases free of charge. A Bible that costs $3.00 


to produce may sell for $1.00. The Bible Society loses $2.00 but we 

must remember that the one who pays $1.00 is making a tremendous 
sacrifice, perhaps paying a week's wages to obtain a Bible. A $2.00 

gift to the Bible Society will pay for the subsidy on the Bible in many 
cases and such a contribution is a small sacrifice in comparison to that 
of the one who paid $1.00 for it. The world budget of the 35 Bible 
Societies of the world in the fellowship of the United Bible Sociéties is 
$7,500,000 for 1968. This is the minimum that is required to cover the 
costs of translation and to pay the loss sustained through distributing 
Scriptures below cost and free of charge. The Canadian Bible Society is 
expected to contribute $800,000 towards the world budget of $7,500,000 in 
1968." It is no wonder then that the late Georges P. Vanier as Governor 
General wrote in 1946 to the Canadian Bible Society these words: "Your 
work is of the utmost importance to humanity ... and deserves high praise 
and splendid encouragement. I congratulate you and urge you to carry on 
in making available to all mankind the invaluable and inexhaustible 
treasury of spiritual knowledge and virtue that is in the Bible." Our 
parish representative to the Southern Alberta District of the Canadian 
Bible Society is Mr. Norman Birch, 243-1277, and he along with the Rector 
will be glad to receive your contribution, discuss any aspect of its work, 
and answer your questions. 

Child Safety Day. The Calgary Safety Council draws to the attention of 
the public the need for constant vigilence to reduce the number of 
accidents to our junior citizens. In the first three months of 1968 
there were 45 children injured in traffic accidents in Calgary. The 
message of this Council is to call all motorists to be "child-wise'' when 
operating a vehicle, with special care for children in and out of the 
vehicle.

RACIAL AND CULTURAL CONFLICT 


Too readily we dismiss the struggles for racial equality and opportunity 
which are taking place throughout the world. We tend to hide in a blanket 
of smug superiority as we read accounts of demonstrations, tragedy and 
bloodshed in Africa or the Southern States. Discrimination prejudice and 
injustice are here in our midst — despite laws designed to protect the 
rights of minorities or particular groups of people. We see it not only in 
the isolation of Negroes or Migrants from Europe and Asia, but most par- 
ticularly in the attitudes and treatment of our own Indian-Metis-Eskimo 
citizens. Prejudice and discrimination can work in our own hearts and 
almost subconsciously cause us to turn a deaf ear or look the other way, 
or what is even worse, just not be bothered to care. 


A step has been taken to combat racial and cultural discrimination 
against our Indians, Metis and Eskimo citizens. At the twenty-third 
session of the General Synod, held at Saint Paul University, Ottawa, 
August 22-31, 1967, the following resolution was carried: 


“Whereas the 1965 General Synod expressed its intention to under- 
take one or more pilot projects in an attempt to discover more 
effective ways of working with Indian and partly Indian communities, 
within the context of Community Development philosophy, and 
Whereas the Report of the Interdepartmental Committee on Indian/ 
Eskimo Affairs to the 1967 General Synod states that there is need for 
research and planning to form a consistent policy of the Anglican 
Church of Canada to Indian work; 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED (1) that this General Synod requests 
the Long Range Planning Committee, or the appropriate arm of 
General Synod, to give its full support to and become actively 
involved in projects enabling Indians to discuss their own proposals 
for self-determination and which provide discussion between Indians 
and other Canadians; 

AND FURTHER (2) that the Long Range Planning Committee, or the 
appropriate arm of General Synod of the needs, concern and recom- 
mendations expressed in such projects; 

AND FURTHER (3) that the National Executive Council be asked to 
provide $20,000 for each of the two years 1969 and 1970 (that is a total 
of $40,000) in the budgets of those years to implement the recom- 
mendations of the Report”.

The vast 
majority of the population are either Muslims or pagans, Anglicans 
numbering about 41,000. The Bishop is Michael Adeniji Osanyin. 

- The Foothills Mission of our Diocese includes St. John, Pincher 
Creek; St. Martin, Livingstone; St. Chad, Lundbreck; St. Aidan, 
Cowley; and All Saints, Waterton; all nestled in the ranching and 
foothills country of southwesterm Alberta. The area is not heavily 
populated and hence congregations are sparce. We pray for wisdom to 
effectively provide worship for these scattered people and their 
Incumbent, William Davis Ponc. 


NOTES: 

- Easter brings a confrontation with the reality of Jesus'

some, but by its extensive sale proves it helps to clear away the 
debris of half-believing to an honest grasp of faith's essentials.

- Paschal Candle. Candles occupy a special place in all 
celebrations. Birthday cakes, a dinner party, a bride's table -- 
almost all occasions that speak of some delight and wonder are 
enhanced by candles. From the days when they were used for 
illumination their soft light has kept an aura of the mystical and 
sacred. A very old tradition of the Church was to strike a new 
light at Easter and let it burn continuously for the whole Easter 
Season. We will follow that meaningful act too, and the special 
Victory Candle or Paschal Candle which was lit on Easter morn will 
burn at every Service for the forty days of Eastertide. 

- For your information we are reporting on the results of the 
daily 5:30 Service held throughout Lent under the caption of 
"Operation 30'. For the 32 weekdays this Service was held there 
was a total attendance of 607, of which 421 were communicants; a 
lot of children came with family groups. This averaged aut to 19 
present each day, of whom 13 received Communion. This appears as 
a good showing for its first attempt, and all being well the 
pattern will be repeated next year. For all those who attended,

GOOD or GCD'S FRIDAY. 

Anyone can rightly ask - why do we call 
this a "good" day. Surely the commemoration 
of Christ's death is anything but a happy 
event to any sincere follower. But for an 
answer, we have to look not to our reactions 
to that event, but to what it is and what it 
does. The death of Jesus is proclaimed as 
their way of salvation, their way to peace 
with God - and that is surely a "good thing". 
Three facts come down to us from that Cross 
standing on a hilltop outside Jerusalem. 

First, we have to acknowledge the sheer 
gruesomeness of that death. The manner was 
barbaric, the heat of noon-day onwards was 
cruel, the ignominy was totally undeserved. 
These aspects of that day's occurrence cause 
us to accept that Jesus endured all of this 
to be known as the one who would take all of 
man's sins and together with His own agony of 
dying nail them to His Cross. 

Second, we see the physical endurance 
matched by His own conquest of he2rt and will 
in order to be completely obedient to His 
Father - even unto death! There may be great 
reluctance on our part to imagine Christ re- 
fusing to go through with it, and to seek some 
alternative. But remember He dies as man as 
well as Divine Son, and His cry of despair 
from the Cross only serves to remind us that 
it was a supreme sacrifice made by the sinless 
Christ on our behalf. 

Third, it can be all too easy to see Good 
Friday as necessary then but not now. Only 
as we see the crass and senseless men of then 
being examples of all crass and senseless 
humanity will we acknowledge that we helped 
nail Him to the Tree.

THE JOHN HOWARD SOCIETY IN ACTION 

When you are only a teen-ager and you've never had a home, except one 
where your step-father was about as mean as it's possible to be and 
beats your mother and you and your brother, and then you leave home 
and get into trouble followed by a spell in a prison in Alberta, then 
you need someone pretty desparately to take an interest in you. There 
are many lads to whom some of these aspects are applicable, old and 
hackneyed as they may seem. And sure, the lad has to bear much of the 
responsibility for his actions and his predicament. But sometimes a 
sense of seld-responsibility needs to be nurtured, supported, helped 
along. And someone caring, goes a long way in this regard. 
Take Brenton, for example. He is real and he fits the picture 
perfectly. He is glad the John Howard Society has an office in 
Calgary and takes an interest in lads in prison. Regular visits mean 
a lot. Brenton wasn't getting along well in prison either. He was 
felt to be of very dull intelligence. He couldn't stick to a job in’ 
the prison, and nobody had a good word to say- for him. We started 
working with him about three months before he was due to be released. 
He was surprised that the John Howard Society prison visitor called 
him up. Nobody from outside had paid any attention to him during the 
sentence, except that "Mom" and "Dad", his svandpazenta, had written 
him a couple of: times. 
Brenton and the worker began talking about family, and it soon became 
apparent that he hoped for increased contact with his grandparents. 
However, he was afraid they were no longer interested in him. The 

John Howard wòrker visited them and recognized their mixed feelings of 
_ interest, confusion and fear for Brenton's future. Elderly, not too 
robust and therefore unable to travel easily, especially in the winter, 
they were nevertheless interested in visiting if they could. So the 
. worker arranged a visit and a volunteer drove them to the prison, much 
to Brenton's embarrassed joy. This enabled an important family link 
to be strengthened. Shortly thereafter, the grandparents indicated 
that Brenton could come and stay with them after release as a result 
of continuing counselling with them and with Brenton. 
Contact continued after release, through three weeks of frustrating 
unemployment. He found a job, and a teen lad's must, a car, was an 
early purchase. There are still problems but Brenton is learning to 
overcome frustration, thanks to the continuing efforts of the John 
Howard Society. A success story + well, not yet. But still a big 
step in the right direction.

THE CHURCH AT WORK: Just how much is our Church in this Diocese doing to 
meet the demands and conditions of the present? This burning question 
constantly receives much serious consideration by many thoughtful laity 

and clergy. Some of the issues being studied and dealt with are mentioned 
here so that we all might be more aware of the fact that the Church attempts 
to stay awake to its task. 

E Close scrutiny is being exercised on the deployment of manpower, 
especially priests, so that congregations are cared for and men are best 
used to achieve the best stewardship of time and energies. The re-alignment 
of parishes and areas of work is the specific task of one committee. 

- The traditional forms and structures (parochial and diocesan) are 
being re-assessed to see if they still "work" well. At an early guess it 
may be we will end up with a mixture of some old ones being retained and 
newer ones being employed to enable the Church to effectively witness and 
serve in our society. 

- The Diocese has been seriously studying the possibility of carrying 
out two specific social welfare projects; both to be in collaboration with 
other agencies. One would be a treatment centre for emotionally disturbed 
adolescents, using an existing piece of church property. The other would 
provide in Calgary a Family Counselling Service to support clergy and others 
in their many and varied counselling sessions. 

= Under an arrangement made with the Diocese of Qu'Appelle, that part 
of Alberta which used to be in that Diocese came into the Diocese of Calgary 
on January lst, 1968, for pastoral oversight, and by 1969 should be legally 
a part of our Diocese. This means that Medicine Hat, Coronation, Castor, 
Oyen, Empress, and other points are added to the Diocese of Calgary. This 
- makes sense because it brings all of southern Alberta in one Diocese for 
more efficient and effective administration.
